The California Faculty Association 
held an open forum on the Cal State 
Long Beach campus yesterday address- 
ing strike logistics and faculty and stu- 
dent concerns regarding the potential 


Session Monday for help. He was 
the only student to attend. 

The session was held from 12-1 
p-m. in Student Health Services 
Room 118 as a part of the Cal State 
Long Beach Breathe Campaign's 
outreach to student smokers. It 
aimed to introduce students to 
resources to quit smoking that 
are available for them through the 
health center, and it was the first of 
its kind. 

Glover. said that besides ab- 
staining from 2006-2010, smoking 
has been a particular challenge for 
him.

A Student Health

ASI discussed a proposal to increase 
the Student Health Service fee to $150 
per year at its meeting Wednesday 
night. 

The fee increase proposal was pre- 
sented by the Director of Student 
Health Services Mary Ann. Takemoto 
to the ASI Senate. 

Currently, students pay a health ser- 
vice fee of $90 per academic year. Stu- 
dents also pay an additional facility fee 
of $6 per academic year. 

Cal State Long Beach has the lowest 
health service fee of all the California 
State University campuses. 

The average student health fee at a 
university in the CSU system is $259 
per academic year; the average facility 
fee is $19 per academic year, Takemoto 
said. 

CSULB has maintained the $96 total 
fee since 2005. There has been no ad- 
justment for the increase in labor costs, 
insurance, risk management, supplies 
or medicine.

examines documents in order to potential- 
ly discuss terms of a consensus. That re- 
port is expected to be released mid-March, 
but an independent investigation done by 
an officer of the American Association of 
University Professors, Howard Bunsis, will 
precede the release. 

Bunsis is also an Eastern Michigan Uni- 
versity accounting professor, who teach- 
es at the graduate level and specializes in 
forensic accounting. He will present his 
financial findings, including how college 
campuses and university systems distrib- 
ute state funds, to Cal State Los Angeles on 
Thursday and Cal Poly Pomona on Friday. 

“The data is startling? Bunsis said in a 
statement regarding his findings of the 
CSU. 

His report will address how the CSU 
system spends its money. It will answer big 
questions, such as whether CSU Chancel- 
lor Timothy White can afford to give the 5 
percent raise to the CSU faculty, whether 
the proposed tuition increases are nec- 
essary and exactly how much money the 
CSU spends on “its primary goal: teaching 
students, according to a CFA press release. 

As the negotiation between the CFA 
and the CSU continues, more information 
is expected to circulate, informing-the 23 
campuses of each party’s intentions. 

The CSU is the largest four-year pub- 
lic university system in the United States. 
What happens here has national effects, the 
CFA said.

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Salazar to run for re-election

‘Associated Students Inc. President Jose Salazar 
will run for re-election for the 2016-17 school year, 
according to Laura Butt, ASI department secretary, 
Tuesday. 

Salazar said he is running again to finish two 
remaining platform goals from last year’s elec- 
tion: lowering tuition and seeing to it that two 
nap pods are installed in the University Student 
Union. 

Salazar’s nap room initiative was a request to the 
California State University Board of Trustees for a 
grant to build the pods. 

“It may pass, and it may not pass,” Salazar said. 
“And if it doesn't pass, I'd like to have more time to 


work on it” 

As for tuition, Salazar said he has been busy lob- 
bying in Sacramento and has plans to go to Wash- 
ington D.C. for one week during the campaign, 
which begins March 7. Once there, he said he is 
hoping to rope in some federal money for Cal State 
Long Beach. 

Salazar said he was able to accomplish most of 
his goals, such as the installation of parking lot so- 
lar panels, more hammocks or longer hammock 
hours for students who want a nap and bike stations 
throughout Long Beach and on campus where stu- 
dents will be able to take a bike from all over the 
city and ride it to class. He said he has also been 
working with Title IX Director Jeane Caveness to 
raise money. 

“We will have another $200,000 next year to fight 
sexual assault? Salazar said. “I made a difference, 
and I’m glad I held myself accountable.” 

He said he is running despite “a lot of backlash 
from people who didn’t want an undocumented 
student as president.” 

“I had a lot of mixed feelings to tell you the 


truth,” Salazar said. “I didn’t know if i was capable 
of doing it again.” He said the year was really hard 
on him, but that after thinking about it for months, 
he spoke to his family and ultimately decided not to 
let them down. 

There are more than double the amount of exec- 
utive candidates running this year than there were 
last year. 

“Last year, not a lot of people ran? Salazar said. 
‘A lot of my friends are running against me, and I’m 
proud of them.” 

The other candidates for ASI president are Oscar 
Acevedo, Robert Espinoza, Isidro Morales, Dylan 
Tom and Marvin Flores. 

Flores is currently a 2015-16 senator-at-large. 

The vice presidential candidates are Gabriel Avi- 
la, Novy Savannah Bowman, Cristian Romero, Co- 
rey Jordan and Logan Vournas. Vournas is also a 
senator-at-large. 

The students running for treasurer are Mariam

Debut album ‘When 
You Walk A Long 
Distance You Are 
Tired’ brings sad-girl 
rock to a new level.

The exhausting, aching and kind of 
grooving album “When You Walk A 
Long Distance You Are Tired” aims to 
leave listeners — well, tired. 

Georgia-based group Mothers’ re- 
leased their debut album on Feb. 26. 
The album features the dizzying vocal 
talent of guitarist and vocalist Kris- 
tine Leschper, whose vocal chords are 
reminiscent of both contemporary fe- 
male vocal artists akin to Angel Olsen 
and staple folk musicians such as Joan 
Baez. 

This wailing is accompanied by 
a simplistic, linear lyrical method. 


Leschper’s words are blunt and lack 
flowery prose, as heard in the open- 
ing track “Too Small For Eyes,” where 
Leschper croons “I hate my body/I 
love your taste/bird stirring in my 
chest/you give and take away.’ 

Third track “It Hurts Until It 
Doesn't” is particularly poignant 
in its bleak lyrics; however, the ac- 
companying electric guitar riffs and 
upbeat bass line give listeners some- 
thing to bob their heads to. 

Most songs address the heartbro- 
ken emptiness that feels like a staple 
in some moments of a young adult’s 
life. Unrequited love, detached lovers 
and an overall lack of self worth are 
some of the themes in this particular 
album. 

Produced by Drew Vandenberg, 
the album features a couple of artists 
the producer worked with previous- 
ly. Musicians such as Josh McKay of 
Deerhunter and McKendrick Bearden 
of Grand Vapids on bass organizing 
the string arrangements heard in 
tracks such as “Nesting Behavior.”

But it doesn’t end at the vocals. 
Though some songs initially blend 
together due to similar folk influenc- 
es, delving into the 8 track album, 
“When You Walk A Long Distance,” 
exhibits bluesy guitar-work and 
thumping bass lines that suggest a 
deeper chemistry within the band. 

The album is an attempted bal- 
ance between hard noise and soft 
noise, converging folk and under- 
lying rock. This balance is vital to 
Mothers sound, especially when the 
instrumentals incorporate a bluesy 
guitar or resounding drum. When 
Leschper’s voice runs too thin (as 
it tends to do when she gets too 
weepy), it’s always supported by 
either a strong acoustic guitar or 
steady drum sequence. 

Overall, the debut succeeds in 
branding Mothers as a folk-y, experi- 
mental sad trip that (at times) sounds 
a bit bland, but overall offers a gate- 
way into a 42-minute-long crisis that 
has you weeping about your latest 
woe.

Why Are My Professors Going On Strike? 


Many students have been asking their professors why we are going on strike, and aren’t the professors betraying 


students by standing in the way of graduation. 


Our strike will not prevent you from graduating. On a two-day-per-week schedule, you’ll miss two days. During 
Academic Year 2009/10 the Chancellor’s Office imposed a 20 day furlough which resulted in students losing 10 days of 


classes each semester. This did not interfere with students graduating. 


We have never met a faculty member yet who doesn’t care about students. The idea that faculty are putting our 
own self-interest above that of our students couldn’t be further from the truth. A major part of why we the faculty are 
considering a strike is to protect our students. Money spent on faculty is a direct investment into your classrooms. 
There is no more direct way to invest in real success and learning for students than to invest in the faculty who teach 


them. 


Students have also been asking why this raise so important to us. 


e The average CSU lecturer earns $27,000/year. Why would anyone work for that amount of money? As 
lecturers have often told us, because they care about their students and are passionate about their 


disciplines. 


e Although your tuition has gone up 238% over the last ten years, our salaries have only gone up 2.9%. That 


represents millions of dollars not spent in the classroom. 


Last year, when faculty got a 2% raise, 34% of the administrators got a 5% raise or more. Another 18% got 


a raise of 10% or more. 
e Every year great faculty leave the CSU for better-paying universities. 


If we don’t stand up, fewer and fewer of your tuition dollars will be spent on the professors who actually teach 


the courses you take. 
The Chancellor can avert the strike any time by giving us the 5% we’re asking for. 


We are asking students to support your faculty and, at the very least, not come to campus those days. Most of us 
will not be holding classes and you'll find it tough to get on campus. We will have picket lines at every entrance. Those 


picket lines will slow down traffic and buses will not cross a picket line. But you can come and support the faculty by

tried getting tickets for the Iowa de- 
bate the DNC told him seats were no 
longer available. He believes he wasn't 
allowed in because he was Feeling the 
Bern rather than Clinton's Clintoness.

Roman Catholic hierarchy went to pro- 
tect pedophile priests. 

One of the most striking things for me 
when watching to movie a few months 
ago was the “realness” of it all. From the 
sea of khaki pants to the very real reper- 
cussions of routine news decisions, circa 
2001. 

If you believe the commenters on 
news websites, one might be lead to 
think that every news decision is part of 
some grand conspiracy. In fact, when it 
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comes to local journalism, it is ordinary 
people making the best decisions they 
can with the information they have at 
the time. 

The story of “Spotlight” also speaks 
to the importance of listening to outsid- 
ers. The fact that the new editor-in-chief 
Marty Baron at the Boston Globe was 
Jewish and from Miami didn’t make 
the atrocities by the church in Boston 
any less true. It's an important lesson 
to remember in an era of information 
overload that has made the public even 
more likely to ascribe bias or doubt the 
veracity of reports that are critical of an 
individual or policies that hew to their

“I certainly believe that both 
[LBSU and UC Davis] have improved

Wynn said. “So it’s executing, taking

The Aggies still hold a slim chance 
at grabbing the second seed if both 
LBSU and Hawai'i lose their last two 
games.
